Coed Survey Affirms 
Desire For New Hours 


Results from the Women's Residence Hall Survey last Tues¬ 
day night Indicate the majority of women favor an extension 
of present hours over open hours. 

IN THE voting, 1059 approved an extension, and 992 back¬ 
ed open hours. Fifty-two coeds felt present residence hall 


policy concerning women's hew 

Open hours were widely 
favored for sophomore, jun¬ 
iors, seniors, and women over 
21, but not freshmen. 

OFFERED A choice of open 
hours at all times, an exten¬ 
sion of hours on weeknights 
and open hours on weekends, 
or retention of present hours 
on weeknights and open hours 
on weekends, women wanted 
extended weeknlght hours atxl 
open weekends. 

The second section of the 
survey concerned visitation 
rights. Open halls would mean 
male and female visitation 
rights within the rooms of every 
residence hall. According to 
the Dean of Women such rights 


•s Is satisfactory, 
were voted down. 

THE LAST SURVEY ques¬ 
tion concerned slgn-out. In an¬ 
swer to whether or not they 
felt present slgn-out proce¬ 
dures to be satisfactory, 833 
voted no while 323 did not 
object. 

The Rules Research Com¬ 
mittee will make a recom¬ 
mendation to the Dean of Stu¬ 
dent’s office who wll make 
their own recommendation 
from it to Chancellor Dykes 
later in the quarter. 

HE WILL take the matter 
before the Administrative 
Council who will consider ac¬ 
ceptance of the policy. 


Students, Staff Attend 
SG Quarterly Retreat 

Student Government representatives, administrators, and 
senators made proposals, recommendations, and discussed plans 
for Spring at the quarterly Student Government Retreat held 
last weekend at the Ramada Inn in Jackson. 


THE TOPICS included dorm 
hours and campuses, thefts and 
damages, the allocation of stu¬ 
dent activities fees, the athletic 
program, inadequate phone 
facilities, panty raids, the light¬ 
ing system, the judicial system 
and traffic fines. 

The group clearly indicated 
that an increase in funds is a 
major concern. A proposal was 
made for a committee to study 
the allocation of the $15 stu¬ 
dent activities fee and to re- 
appropriate some of the re¬ 
venue. This would involve sub¬ 
mitting the change to the ad¬ 
ministration and Board of 
Trustees. 

THE LAST change was made 
In the late fifties’. A suggestion 
that the fee be modestly in¬ 
creased was rejected when it| 
was learned that taxes for the 
year after enactment would be 
increased, defeating the whole 
purpose. Another suggestion 
recommended charging 50£ ad¬ 
mission to SG movies. 


During the discussion, Gene 
Stanford, business manager, 
submitted a sheet breaking down 
the student fees into nine cate¬ 
gories. 

ACCORDING TO these figures, 
the fee entitles the student to 
attend home athletic games and 
concert series and also enables 
pratlcipatlon in music, drama¬ 
tic and literary organizations. 

A small amount of the fee 
goes to the newspaper, year¬ 
book, and the Student Govern¬ 
ment. The majority of the funds, 
however, supports the financing 
of the studenc center. 

STANFORD also said the ca¬ 
feteria is now working at cap¬ 
acity which probably will en¬ 
courage private enterprise to 
build another eating place in 
the next year or two. 

Improvement of the athletic 
program rated priority on the 
agenda.

Seventeen records were stolen 
from a student’s unlocked room 
in Austin Peay Hall Thursday, 
with total value placed at $60. 

Friday, a $25 stop watch 
was taken from the physics lab 
in theEPS Building. The watch 
was issued to a student in a 
box at the beginning of the lab. 
A check after Its return re¬ 
vealed that a lead weight had 
been placed in the box to com¬ 
pensate for the watch’s weight. 

A fire extinguisher valued 
at $15 was taken from one of 
the men’s dormitories Saturday 
morning. In addition, Lt. Ted 
Council cited Instances in which 
students were discharging units 
in the hallways. He concluded 
that this activity is expensive 
and dangerous as it could result 
in blinding a person.

Dear Editors: 

I was glad to read Mr. Kil- 
lough’s article about R.O.T.C. 
In the last VOLETTE, but I 
was also very disappointed. We 
need more discussion on this 
Important topic, but there were 
no conclusions in this particular 
report. 

MR. KILLOUGH made a nice 
pitch for the advanced R.O.T.C. 
program, which is fine; It’s 
a good deal to get Into. How¬ 
ever, I expected to find some 
type of Justification for com¬ 
pulsory R.O.T.C.. but the writer 
apparently sought to evade the 
real question of the matter. 

The only worthy point Mr. 
Killough brought out was the 
fact that whether or not 
R.O.T.C. Is compulsory has no 
connections with the number 
of applicants for the advanced 
program. 

THE OLD ARGUMENT that 
compulsory R.O.T.C. is needed 
to fill a certain quota of grad¬ 
uating officers is stupid; those 
young men who decide to take 
R.O.T.C. will not be influenced 
in any way by a compulsory 
rule. 

Likewise, the government's 
stipulation that colleges must 
require R.O.T.C. in order to 
obtain certain federal funds is 
also no good; this is black¬ 
mail. Where do you think those 
funds come from?If our parents 
had wanted their tax dollars 
to be used in forcing military 
training upon their children in 
college, they would have said 
so. 

THE FACT remains that 
compulsory R.O.T.C. is a bum 
trip; if America would admit 
her mistake in Viet Nam and 
work for peace instead of polit¬ 
ical fakery, the army wouldn’t 
be hurting so terribly for of¬ 
ficers. 

Without the Viet Nara mill- 
sion around our necks, we 
would have more than enough 
volunteers to maintain an ade¬ 
quate armed force in case a 
real reason for war presented 
itself.

Dykes Departs 
On India Trip 
This Week

states ct Mysore and Tamil 

Nadu. 

In Mysore, U-T has two pro¬ 
jects. One program, under way 
since 1956, is aimed at helping 
promote agricultural develop¬ 
ment through Mysore’s Univer¬ 
sity of Agricultural Sciences 
at Bangalore. The Institution 
has programs in agriculture, 
veterinary science, agricultur¬ 
al engineering, forestry, fish¬ 
eries, home economics and oth¬ 
ers. U-T has a regular staff 
at the university of eight full¬ 
time advisers and six short¬ 
term consultants aiding with 
the program, all of whom are 
engaged in such educational 
activities as campus planning 
and setting up courses and pro¬ 
grams of study . to Improve 
graduate teaching, research, 
and extension work. 

A SECOND PROGRAM is be¬ 
ing conducted there to help the 
people increase production of 
food grain crops through use of 
high yielding varieties and fer¬ 
tilizers, control of insects, and 
through various other mea¬ 
sures. a staff of six full-time 
and four short-term consultants 
are involved in thle program. 

In Tamil Nadu, U-T Is con¬ 
ducting a similar program with 
the base of operations located 
at the Agricultural College and 
Research Institute of Coim¬ 
batore. 

THE UNIVERSITYofTennes- 
see has contracted with AID 
to provide resource personnel 
for these three programs and 
to work with people in these 
states. Die three technical 
assistance programs in agri¬ 
culture are financed by funds 
supplied by the United States 
government through AID. Five 
other U.S. land grant colleges 
and universities are assisting 
in similar programs In India. 
The government of India In¬ 
vited the United States to con¬ 
duct these programs and is pro¬ 
viding matching funds. 

In another phase of the AID 
programs, members of the uni¬ 
versity staff from India come 
to Die University of Tennessee 
and other universities In the 
U.S. for graduate study. At 
present, more than 150 are 
enrolled. Following several 
years of study in U.S. univer¬ 
sities, they return to India 
and assume positions of lead¬ 
ership in their respective In¬ 
stitutions. 

IN STILL ANOTHER phase 
of the AID program, state ag¬ 
ricultural government officials 
and university administrators 
from India come to The Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee and other 
land grant colleges and univer¬ 
sities to learn how agricul¬ 
tural programs are administer¬ 
ed in this country. 

In a fourth phase of the pro¬ 
gram, Die University of Ten¬ 
nessee and other land grant 
colleges and universities of the 
nation utilize granS from AID 
to organize programs of study 
to train American students for 
careers in International agri¬ 
culture. 

UPON HIS RETURN, Dr. 
Dykes will make a report to the 
Department of International Ag¬ 
ricultural Programs, Institute 
of Agriculture, Die University 
of Tennessee.

would be taken Into the Ohio 
Valley Conference was debated. 

"The chances are not too well 
right now. Austin Peay, East 
Tennessee, Middle Tennessee, 
and Tennessee Tech will sup¬ 
port our getting In the confer¬ 
ence, but Murray State and the 
other Kentucky schools don’t 
favor us," commented Chan¬ 
cellor Archie Dykes. 

He attributed the delay to the 
fact that the conference now has 
an even number of teams. 

HARRY CAROTHERS from 
Memphis suggested that more 
emphasis be placed on building 
up basketball and baseball, In¬ 
stead of football. He also sug¬ 
gested that more recruits come 
from the local area is possible. 

Steve Becker, SG vice presi¬ 
dent, opposed such a move. 
Becker contended that a strong 
football program is necessary 
to a school this size because 
of the students involved. 

REVAMPING the court pro¬ 
cedure of the judicial system 
was on die agendum. Recom¬ 
mendations stipulated that any 
student held for disciplinary 
reasons be fully versed on his 
rights and the nature of the 
charge against him before ap¬ 
pearing before the Student Fa¬ 
culty Disciplinary Committee 
or before the Dean of Students. 

Whether or not women should 
be required to remain In the 
halls during a panty raid was 
also deliberated. 

REPRESENTATIVES con¬ 
tended that setting In halls for a 
long period of time often causes 
the coed to lose sleep or to fall 
a test. 

In lieu of this, a recommen¬ 
dation was made to form a * 
committee on die panty raid 
situations. Recommendations 
were also made that men stu¬ 
dents involved be apprehended 
and dealt with more harshly. 

Questions were raised con¬ 
cerning the telephone situation 
In the residence halls. William 
Nace, Director of Housing, 
commented that more trunk ; 
Ua.?'- might possibly be Incor¬ 
porated Into the system to al¬ 
low for the Inadequacy. 

AT PRESENT, McCord, 
Austin Peay, and Ellington Halls 
have five outside lines, while 
Clement and Atrium Halils have 
10 lines. Browning and Free¬ 
man Halls have less facilities. 

Dean of Women Billie Ann 
Pace Informed the group as to 
the procedures being taken In¬ 
volving the changing of dorm 
hours. • 

"ACCORDING to the survey 
taken In the women’s residen¬ 
tial halls, the majority sup¬ 
ported the extension of hours 
during the week and open hours 
on weekends," said Dean Pace. 
"However, the women felt 
freshmen should not be allow¬ 
ed open hours. Women also 
voted down visitation rights." 


> She further commented that 
these recommendations are to 
be submitted before the Rules 
Research Committee and then 
to Dr. Dykes and the Adminis¬ 
trative Board for a final de¬ 
cision. 

REPRESENTATIVES also 
sounded off on campuses given 
to women residents ks a re¬ 
sult of accumulating penalty 
points. 

"Often It Is more of a pun¬ 
ishment for the roommate, not 
the girl campused. They just 
aren’t effective," commented 
Joan Collier, a senior in busi¬ 
ness. 

PAT BROWN, senator from 
Home Economics said that If a 
girl continues to violate, she 
should simply go before the 
judicial board. 

Dorm thefts and damages 
were also questioned. 

“IT IS AN opinion that a 
master key Is being used—It 
may or may not be. Are 
doors being locked In the first 
place could be considered," as¬ 
serted William Nace, Director 
of Housing. 

He also said that a letter 
concerning thefts signed by 46 
men had been addressed to both 
his office and Student Govern¬ 
ment. 

In reply to this appeal these 
individuals have been asked to 
attend a meeting yosurlay'after- 
noon at 4 p.m. along with the 
Safety and Security Department. 

REPRESENTATIVES also 
pointed out that men should 
realize that damages comes out 
of their pockets and visualize 
the situation in perspective. 

"We appreciate opportunities 
to talk over problems. There 
have been some good ideas 
discussed and hopefully mean¬ 
ingful issues should be worked 
out,’ concluded Dr. Dykes.
